Director General of Railroads 
Issues Order Effective Aug. 9 


Rate May Apply to County, 
District and Interstate Fairs 


Permission Given To Conduct 
Advertising Campaigns 


Chicago, Aug. 3.—As a result of en- 
ergetic co-operation of influential 
State Fair secretaries who assembled 
in an informal convention in Chicago 
this week Director General McAdoo 
has issued orders that all railroads 
shall make a round-trip rate of 1% 
times the present one-way rate for 
the convenience of State Fair patrons, 
It is also intimated that the same con- 
cession will be made for county, dis- 
trict and interstate fairs if their spon- 
sors apply for reduced rates. 

State Fair men have viewed with 
great anxiety the recent raise in raile 
road rates because, with the war calle 
ing a large portion of the population 
for direct and indirect service, any in- 
fluences tending to increase the cost 
of fair patronage might reduce at- 
tendance to an alarming degree. They 
did not anticipate a return to the rates 
charged during the halcyon days be- 
fore the war, but they were convinced 
that some governmental action could 
be taken to assist in insurins the pros- 
perity of an institution which holds 
such great influence over home mor- 
ale. 

Frequent conferences were held in 
the offices of R. H. Aishton, regional 
director of railroads, who assured the 
fair men that it is the alm of the ad- 
ministration to do all things possible 
to promote the welfare of State fairs. 
After several interchanges of tele- 
frams with Director General McAdoo 
the precise attitude of the Govern- 
ment was learned. 

The new rate will go into effect Aug. 
§, applying to the Illinois State Fair, 
upon the attendance of which it is be- 
lieved it will have a stimulating in- 
fluence. The next big fair to feel the 
benefit will be the Missouri State Fair, 
Aug. 12. This will be followed by the 
lowa fair Aug. 20, but it is believed 
that the benefit of the new ruling will 
be gauged fully long ere this date. 

The Government authorities have 
granted permission for the railroads 
to conduct newspaper, poster and de- 
pot advertising campaigns announcing 
the dates of fairs precisely as these 
campaigns were carried out in normal

New York, Aug. 5.—Nothing seems 
to depress the spirit of the metropolis.

In fact 
the influx of strangers attracted to the 
nearby camps and cantonments, and 
the city overflowing with soldiers, 
sailors and visitors, has created a the- 
atergoing clientele unprecedented in 
Manhattan's history. Even on the 
lightless nights the Great Dark Way 
is packed and jammed with amuse- 
ment seekers. 

New theaters are in course of erec- 
tion, the new Selwyn Theater on 42d 
Street is nearing completion, and even 
in the face of the new additional the- 
ater tax proposed a spirit of optimism

NEW CONDITIONS 
PRESENT MANY 
DIFFICULTIES 10 
BOOKING AGENTS 


Many Complex Angles to 
Scarcity of Acts Situation 


Must Be Secured, But Agents 
Fear To Place Them on Books, 


As Miscalculation May Prove 
Expensive in Long Run 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—A “scarcity of 
acts” situation entirely different from 
the similar sounding situations re- 
ported in the past is facing the W. V. 
M. A. booking agents this week while 
they are making the last rounds of 
preparation for the opening of the 
regular fall season, which starts Mon- 
day, Aug. 12. 

It is an involved, complex situation 
which the term, “scarcity of acts,” 
hardly explains. Heretofore scarcity 
of acts meant that acts previously 
routed had become worn out thru too 
frequent service in given localities, 
and agents, realizing the depreciated 
value, were on the lookout for other 
acts from various lesser circuits to 
stimulate interest in bills It is so dif- 
ficult to secure a reputation for a 
given type of excellence in vaudeville 
that acts which have gained the top- 
most rung have alwats sought to 
maintain a definite style of prescnta- 
tion as much as possible. Headliners 
used the same routine so persistently 
that audiences quickly became famil- 
iar with their presentations. The result 
was that when an act appeared more 
than once within a comparatively 
brief period, unless it possessed some- 
thing really extraordinary (and some- 
times even when it did), audiences 
fought shy of it. This led to the neces- 
sity of strengthening supporting bills 
and of forcing headliners to inject 
versatility under the threat of reduced 
salaries because of waning popularity. 

When the present difficulties are 
viewed the former ones appear as 
mere child’s play in the eves of the 
booking agent. One development after 
another has increased the difficulties 
of providing vaudeville fare. The war 
tax on admission has made audiences 
far more exacting than in normal 
times, for the tax served to do away 
with the cheap and standard aspect 
of the admission price. -Increase in 
transportation rates has presented 
problems that vaudeville magnates 
are not even beginning to deal with 
properly. The larger circuits have no 
producing offices, and the matter of 
adjusting acts to the enforced, new

Death was 
due to an operation and was unex- 
pected. Funeral services were held 
Sunday afternoon in the grand lodge 
room of Masonic Hall, 71 West 23d 
Street, by Pacific Lodge, of which Mr.

In the death of Hollis E. Cooley the 
amusement world loses a man whose 
versatility and varied business experi- 
ence probably were unequaled in the 
profession.

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ADMISSION TAX 


TO BE DOUBLED 


Ways and Means Committee, Framing New War 
Revenue Bill, Decides To Increase Tax 
to Twenty Per Cent 


FIVE-CENT SHOWS INCLUDED 
IN NEW SCHEDULE ~ 


‘ 
One Cent Will Be Charged on Every Admission 
Up to and Including Seven Cents— 
Men in Service Exempt 


Washington, Aug. 3.—The House 
Commitjee on Ways and Means, which 
is framihg the new War Revenue Bill 
has degided upon the doubling of 


the tax on admissions to theaters, 
operas,’ motion picture shows and 
other -slaces of amusement. At 


present the tax is ten per cent, this 
applying to all admissions of ten cents 
or over. Under the revised schedule 
the tax is to be twenty per cent, and 
even the five-cent motion pictures will 
be included. 

Under the law which has been in 
force since November all moving pic- 
ture shows, theaters and other amuse- 
ments whose maximum charge does 
not exceed five cents have been ex- 
empt from tax. To reach these the 
committee made a tentative decision 
to impose a tax of one cent on 
every admission up to and including 
seven cents. 

The committee in considering this 
change recognized the fact that the 
five-cent show is essentially the “poor 
man’s show,” but it was felt that, in- 
asmuch as the patrons of these shows 
do not in most cases contribute any- 
thing to the Government in the way 
of an income or excess profits tax, they 
could afford to contribute this small 
amount to the Government. 

Along with their decision to double 
the admission tax the committee ten- 
tatively decided to exempt soldiers, 
sailors and marines from paying the 
war tax when going to theaters, mov- 
ing picture shows or other amuse- 
ments. 

It has been rumored that there

money is received, not including halls or armories rented or used occa- 
sionally for concert or theatrical representations, shall be regarded as a 
theater.” 

Theaters having a capacity of less than 250 persons must pay $50 
instead of $25, as at present. Where the seating capacity is between 250 
and 500, the levy is increased from $50 to $100. Places seating from 500 
to 800 persons will pay $150, instead of $75. All places of amusement 
seating more than 800 persons will be assessed from $100 to $200. 

The circus and carnival tax was also doubled. The license fee in the 
future will be $200 instead of $100. This sum will carry the circus thru 
one State. A like fee is collectable whenever the boundaries of an adjoin- 
ing commonwealth are crossed. It is stipulated that but one fee can be 
collected in the same State. Shooting galleries are to get it, too, but to 
what extent was not decided. 

On the other hand, however, the way was paved for the issuance 
of mileage books, and Director-General McAdoo will now be able to do 
something for chautauqua and vaudeville artists, and there is a chance 
—a bare chance—that managers owning their own equipment and trav- 
eling in passenger service may get second-class rates for their people, 
and if they load and unload their baggage and handle it entirely them- 
selves the Government may haul it at a very low rate and even free of 
charge. 

But, whether these concessions are obtained or not, The Billboard 
is confident that the showfolk of America, once they have recovered 
from the shellshock and regained the power of speech, will promptly 
place thumbs to noses, and, twiddling their fingers at Congress, shout as 
one person: “You never touched us!”

JOE HURTIG 


Addresses Representatives of Hurtig 
& Seamon’s Burlesque Companies 


New York, Aug. 3.—Advance agents and man- 
agers of companies assembled in the offices of 
Hurtig & Seamon one day during the past week, 
and listed to words of wisdom from Joe Hartig, 
viz: 

“The burlesque shows of today are organized 
under far different methods than they were 
years ago. In those days it "ves easy for a bur- 
lesque producer to frame up a show over night, 
take to the road, and with but little trouble, and 
scarcely any production, make money. Any old, 
faded and worn out costumes would do then. As 
for scenery, if there happened to be any at all, 
it was usually the castoff and roadworn stuff 
that had already seen its day with some other 
attraction. 

But these were the early days of the burlesque 
show before the managers who devoted them- 
selves to this kind of entertainment had any in- 
ducement or encouragement from the public to 
show the same enterprise that they do now. On 
the other hand it is strange to say the encour- 
agement from the burlesque audience came very 
slow indeed, and it was only thru the com- 
peting efforts of rival burlesque organizations 
that this popular amusement is what it is today, 
As for the audiences they were just made to like 
it. 

“Opposition,’? continued Mr. Hurtig, ‘“‘and a 
wider field to exploit the burlesque game is what 
has made possible all these big organizations 
that go out every fall under the banner of the 
Columbia Amusement Company. 

“Another thing: The oldtime prejudice that 
the general public held against the burlesque 
show has been entirely removed, except, maybe, 
in the narrowmindedness of some faraway one- 
night stand manager or theatergoer. 

Aud the reason for this changed attitude on 
the part of the manager and playgoer is that 
the burlesque manager has outgrown the days of 


the wornout costume and’ the castoff scenery, 
and today he spends thousands of dollars every 
year on bis production to make it pepular with 
the public. The oldtime stuff won't go any more. 
The mere mechanical part of a theatrical enter- 
tainment has to be brightened up as well as 
the talent. 


“Enterprise is the secret of the world-wide 
success of burlesque. In this line of theatricals 
the public has a far better view of what is of- 
fered for its approval than in the so-called more 
legitimate branches of show business. The bur- 
lesque shows are all presented in one theater, 
and follow ope another around the ‘wheel’? in 
regular order, observing the same sequence thru- 
out the whule season, This system has made it 
almost impossible for one of the producing man- 
agers to have a bad show; for if he does his at- 
traction will suffer so much by comparison with 
the good show that may precede and the other 
good show that may follow that he will not only 
find his position very unendurable, but in a 


financial way is very liable to be a losing ven- 
ture, 

“And women, you know,’’ reminded Mr. Hur- 
tig, with interest, ‘nowadays attend a burlesque 
show without the least scruples, an unbeard of 
precedent in the dark ages of burlesque, ‘This 
very likely is what makes the burlesque show 
the wonderfully popular and profitable business 
that it is today. 


“Large, beautiful, brilliantly lighted and well- 
ventilated theaters, modern in every detail, are 
tucay open to the patron of the burlesque show. 
And another thing: When he gets inside, and 
is seated in a commodious and comfortable arm 
chair seat, he is pretty sure of seeing a clean, 
bright, snappy and, what is more, a wholesome en- 
tertainment that he can, the next night, bring 
any female member of his family to without 
fear of queering himself at home,’'"—CHARLIB

OH! HOW I HATE TO GET UP IN THE MORNING 


By IRVING BERLIN (Published by WATERSON, BERLIN & SNYDER) 


This quaint comedy song, with a sigh behind the laugh (and a laugh behind the sigh), is 
proving one of the best sellers in many sections of the country, perhaps because the public finds 
it in refreshing contrast to the avalanche of overserious war songs. 


SONG LOGIC 


SONGS YOU LIKE—AND OTHERS ; 


Why is it that some songs immediately ingratiate themselves into your favor—upon a single 
hearing——whereas others. possessing many points of visible merit, require long periods of earnest 
boosting before you realize that they are on the market? This is not merely «a matter of in- 
dividual preference, for some songs seem possessed of universal appeal and require little or no 
boosting to make that appeal evident. Because the songs of irresistible attracton are far in 
the minority publishers who desire to remain in the forefront find it inadvisable to depend upon 
the quality of intrinsic excellence alone. Some publishers’ methods really convince casual ob- 
servers that they get more satisfaction out of forcing the public to like a song that initially 
meets with a cool reception than out of the kind that possesses real appeal. This conclusion 
may be erroneous, but it is not unwarranted, 


COMPOUND TITLES 


Glance at the songs offered on the popular market and you will be surprised to note how 
many new titles are little more than modernized rephrasings of titles that were exploited suc- 
cessfully twenty years ago. The latest stunt seems to consist of taking the impressive portion 
of the title of a hit song of long ago and adding a prefix or suffix which applies to present day con- 
ditions. If the work is cleverly done there is no more objection to this procedure than to the 
allowable practice of interpolating old melodies in portions of songs.

Some publish- 
ers find it difficult to gauge the value of ‘‘flut’’ 
lyrice (those without music), 

(4) You are on the wrong track to this ex- 
tent—the idea is the least meritorious part of 
your song-poem. You reveal a conception of 
metrical! construction, however, that should 
serve you in good stead when you strike worth- 
while ideas.—SONG WORLD FDITOR.

Atlantic City, July 31.—Tightnin’ certainly 
did strike this place Monday night when Win- 
chell Smith and John L, Golden presented the 
amusing and entertaining comedy of that name 
at the Apollo Theater, prior to its New York 
engagement. This delightful play is one of the 
most enjoyable I have witnessed this summer, 
and I claim no gift as a prophet or a son of a 
prophet when I confidently assert that it is 
sure to make a fine impression and will enjoy 
a long run when it reaches New York, for it 
is unusually bright and is full of amusing situ- 
ations, 

It deals with Reno divorces, lumber steals, 
chieanery in high finance, and stoek-jobbirg 
efforts on the part of an unscrupulous lawyer 
and a real estate operator, thru all of which 
is interwoven a strain of love and romance 
which moves along naturally and logicaliy avd 
of course ends happily. 

Most of the action takes place in a hotel lo- 
cated on the State line between California and 
Nevada, where the seekers for release from 
matrimonial entanglements find a pleasant res!- 
dence for the necessary six months prior to the 
hearing of their applications for divorce in the 
court at Reno without being suspected of the 
real purpose of their stay at the hotel, because 
they tell their friends they are visiting at a 
California resort hotel, 

The hotel is owned by ‘Lightnin’ ’* Bill Jones 
and his wife, who have been remarkably success- 
ful in securing boarders for the Nevada section 
af the house, who seem to have a rare apprecia 
tion of its location on a California lake, 

The State line, running thru the hotel cor 
ridor, gives additional chance for comedy, while 
the cross purposes of the plot involving suits 
for divorce, grand larceny and other causes, 
lead to a second act in a Reno court room. 

The part of “Lightnin’”’ Bill Jones is ad- 
mirably handled by Frank Bacon, whose por- 
trayal was altogether artistic and a reflex of 
nature. Bill is one of those happy go-lucky, 
bibulous fellows who is slow to act, except 
where there is liquor, and then he assumes 
animation of ne uncertain kind. 

Ralph Morgan was a capable young woodsman 
and law student, who made love to Mildred in 
a modest and manly way, while Miss Beatrice 
Nichols played the role of the Jones’ step- 
daughter, Miildred, in a fascinatingly sweet and 
demure manner that won the hearts of the audl- 
ence as well as that of John Marvin. 

Jane Oaker, as Mrs. Margaret Davis, and 
Thomas MaclLarnie, as the Judge, were excel 
lent in their parts, and their brief but rapid 
courtship was extremely amusing.

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‘The prospect of a 100 per cent increase in the 
admission tax is not causing the consternation 
that one would have anticipated a few months 
ago. There is a feeling that the expected reac- 
tion resulting from the expenditures of govern- 
ment billions is almost at hand, and that when 
jt comes the price of theater tickets to the in 
dividual will not be a great factor. There is 
even talk of a further increase in the face 
value of tickets in the cities on the read os 
an offset to the mounting costs of operation. 
While there may be a marked tendency to cut 
salaries in New York City, which will probably be 
the last to feel the effects of a general prosper- 
ity, no cut can equitably be made in the stand- 
ard remuneration for road services, because of 
the inereasing cost of living, and small sal- 
aries will inevitably bave to be raised. The 
prospects are that there will be a compulsory 
increase in the union rates to be paid traveling 
crews, adding from $15 up to the weekly ex- 
pense of every traveling organization, With 
mounting pay rolls, tremendously increased 
transportation charges and more costly advertis- 
ing it is truly remarkable that there seems 
to be no prospective decrease in road activity. 
As a matter of fact so strong is managerial 
confidence in the approach of general prosperity 
that the chief source of worriment seems to be 
the fear of delay in transportation, making the 
embarking on one-night-stand routes particular. 
ly hazardous. The increase in the admission tax 
is for this reason looked upon with a degree of 
favor in many managerial quarters, for, inasmuch 
as it makes the show business a more consider 
able factor in the collection of revenue, {t fs ex 
pected that governmental co-operation may be 
more readily obtained and counted upon in fa 
cilitating movements,

Far more uneasiness is felt in certain quarters 
over the prospect that, in an endeavor to con 
serve the supply of print paper, theaters will be 
asked to do without billing. This uneasiness 
is more pronounced among the lithographers 
and their agents than it is among theatrical 
people themselves.

Propaganda is the order of the day, both in 
drama and in pictures. Its prevalence again 
brings up the topic of the advisability of instt- 
tuting its control, If you will recall the im- 
pression, particularly upon neutrals, made by 
the absurd extremes the Germans went to in 
adopting the “‘Hymn of Hate,"’ embodying the 
phrase, ““Gott strafe England,” into their daily 
and casual conversation, substituting it for 
“Good morning,” and “Good day,’ you will 
appreciate another angle of the topic. Rarely 
in history bas a great nation gone to war mo 
tivated by such beautiful ideals, by such purity 
of purpose as has America, and, while it is im- 


portant and essential that we should whip up 
a vengeful, purposeful fury against the law- 
abhorring Hun, we should strive at all times to 
keep those ideals unsullied, that purity un- 
stained, Nothing that we should do should sub- 
ject our holy cause to ridicule. 

In pictures particularly our propagandists 
have worked along childlike lines and have 
viciously attacked the madman, who with his 
militaristic party bas plunged the world into 
war. Some of these pictures have achieved 
their objective splendidly, notably My Four 
Years in Germany and The Kaiser, the Beast 
of Berlin. The former in particular covered 
as large a part of the case of America vs. 
Germany as its length permitted without go- 
ing to extremes in centering its attack upon 
the individual. But one of the latest of the 
kaiser pictures, probably inspired by the suc- 
cess of those first in the field, reached such 
heights of absurdity that it is likely to do 
more harm than good, 

The fault, in this case, lies perhaps more in 
the direction of the picture than in its original 
planning. For example, at the outset we are 
shown what is alleged to be an episode founded 
upon fact. The kaiser shortly upon his ac- 
cession to the throne demands of Bismarck 
and von Moltke that he be shown the secrets 
of his dynasty. He is accordingly conducted 
to a subterranean chamber and by the removal 
of some sort of wedge from a table top a num-

of the American people in this war. Such pic- 
tures shown in neutral countries are likely to 
subject us to the same sort of ridicule that we 
heaped upon the Germans when they began in- 
dulging in their daily hymn of hate.

WHAT WILL WE DISCUSS? 


Problems Which Should Face the Delegates to the 
I. L. A. Convention, To Be Held at the La Salle 
Hotel, Chicago, September 15 to 20 


Should the International Lyceum and Chau- 
tauqua Convention turn itself into a series of 
patriotic mass meetings? We should be as pa- 
triotic as possible both as individual members 
and as an organization. But should a conven- 
tion of farmers meet to discuss patriotism or 
should they devote their major activities to 
learning how to raise more wheat and corn 
when that is what the world is depending upon 
them to do? The stockmen meet to find out 
just how they can better raise more cattle, 
sheep and hogs, and that is sensible. 


Why did the lyceum and chautauqua receive 
such unusual endorsement from even President 
Wilson himself? How have we given real help 
to America in the struggle that is concerned 
with the very fundamental element of national 
life? 

President Wilson has said that it is because 
our speakers, going from community to com- 
munity, meeting people in the friendly epirit 
engendered by years of friendly underetanding 
contact, have been effective messengers for the 
delivery and interpretation of democracy’s mean- 
ings and imperative needs. 


We believe that the lyceum and chautanqua 
forces should therefore gather to discuss how to 
plan for more lyceum and chautauqua activity. 
We should set our purpose on enlarging the 
work that we are now doing and holding fast 
to all we have gained. That seems sensible. 

What should we discuss at the coming conven- 
tion? Should we gather in a hall and listen to 
speeches, say hello to our friends and acquaint- 
ances, vociferously applaud all patriotie oratory 
and shout down with the kaiser? Fight among 
ourselves, prove as far as possible that those 
who claim that we are not competent to do 
business are right? Help to put argument into 
the hands of those standpatters who claim that 
the I. L. A. is constitutionally incapable of 
acting on any business as ours is a social organ- 
ization? We have always felt that the I. L. A, 
ought to seriously try to gather facts, discuss 
fundamentals, try to be a clearing house where 
the gathered information might be had for the 
trouble of seeking it. 

What effect has the war on the chautauqua? 
What effect has the war on all other forms of 
amusement? Have we fared better or worse 
than other activities? What weaknesses have 
we developed this summer that we ought to 
remedy before we go into next year’s campaign? 
What is the status of our financial relations as 
talent? What as bureaus? What are condi- 
tions as far as talent is concerned—are they 
better or worse than formerly? What can be 
done to improve conditions that need improving 


—and what can be done to show our apprecia- 
tion of improvements that have been made? 

These are some of the things it seems to the 
writer that we ought to discuss at the con- 
vention. These are some of the various kinds 
of effort that we should put forth to learn the 
facts as the changed conditions have brought 
them to the movement. We think we should 
make the I, L. A. a business convention, We 
should try to make it a gathering of serious peo- 
ple. We should frown upon the horseplay and 
slapstick steals from the ‘“‘vodvil’’ stage, 

For years the writer has tried to interest the 
fraternity in the problem of license or some 
method of fighting this curse. Managers, like 
Keith Vawter and others, have elipped us a 
ten-spot now and then with the hope that God 
might in some mysterious way bless our efforts 
to stem the tide of this oncoming curse. We 
were laughed at. But now what do we see has 
happened ? 

The U. S. Internal Revenue Collector, John L. 
Pickering, of Springfield, Ill, swooped down 
upon the big lyceum and musical course which 
Harry P. Harrison of the Redpath-Harrison Bu- 
reau was conducting in various cities and towns 
and asked for a regulation government tax just 
as tho this Redpath course was a circus or a 
theatrical company. The tax was paid, under 
protest, and then a suit was started to recover 
the money. 

United States Attorney E. C. Knotts took up 
the case on behalf of the collector. The case 
went thru the district court, was appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court. The courts 
decided that the Internal Revenue Collector was 
right in collecting the tax. 


Now it appears that Attorney Knotts, whose 
headquarters are at Springfield, has been very 
busy of late with a number of lyceym and chau- 
taugua cases, which he has pushed with vigor 
in his efforts to collect the regular amusement 
tax, which he claimed covers these certain ac- 
tivities. The United States Supreme Court has 
recently affirmed the decision of the late Judge 
Otis Humphrey, holding that the Redpath Ly- 
ceum Bureau of Chicago is liable for the war 
tax due upon a series of entertainments given at 
the State capital under the auspices of the 
Springfield Ministerial Association. The de- 
cision draws a sharp distinction between char- 
itable and religious organizations which pay 
all the expenses, engage the performers and de- 
vote all the profits of the affair to the purpose 
of the organization and those which absorb the 
profits itself and pays the local organization 
only a small portion of the profits to be applied 
to the charitable object in view. The decision 
shows that the court held that such entertain- 


ments are given in fact for the benefit of the 
bureau and that the local organizations are 
merely an agency employed to assist in securing 
the attendance and selling the tickets. This 
view was held by Judge Humphrey, and was 
followed by the U. 8S. S. Court. 


For years we have felt that the worst dis- 
integrating force in the lyceum was the prac- 
tice of certain bureaus which nominally sold a 
course to a local organization, but in reality did 
not sell at all, for the bureau management would 
then agree, thru professional canvassers, to sell 
enough tickets to make the committee safe. 
The practice has been nothing more than buying 
the name of a church, lodge, society or a 
group of individuals, who sold their good name 
and whatever influence they or their organization 
had for a very much less price than a mess of 
pottage. 

This decision may seem to be a hardship, but 
in the end it will prove to be a blessing in dis- 
guise. It will no doubt put a stop to the cam- 
ouflage sales of lyceum courses and chautauquas 
for bureau purposes sdlely. This decision, 
it would seem, subjects this form of activity to 
the same local tax, license or other form of 
monetary permit or tax that is paid by the the- 
atrical or cireus organizations. Who has 
brought this about? About a year ago certain 
forces were crying aloud for fear The Bill- 
board would do this very thing. 

We are just now over feeling on what Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson has said about our move 
ment. Now let us take a little thought over 
what he 6ays in his book, The New Freedom, 
about the average type of sociological discussion- 
ist. The President says that this species is so 
busy telling everybody else what is good for 
them that he never has any time to think over 
the problems whose solution might benefit him- 
self. 

Now that we have solved all the rest of the 
world’s problems, or volunteered to solve them, 
let us look at some whose solution might help 
us. Here is one of many that come to our at- 
tention. The Crawfordsville (Ind.) Journal has 
published the following: 

“The petition of an association of Wingate 
men to cancel a contract signed some months 
ago with a chautaugqua concern was granted by 
the County Council of Defense Monday evening, 
Byron B. Russell presiding. This action is 
along the line of similar action taken by coun- 
ceils in other counties and is on the ground that 
the work of the community would be hampered 
by attractions at a season of the year when 
every available man and woman on the farm is 
needed for essential food production work. 

“The matter was brought to the attention of 
the council by Attorney A. N. Foley, who ex- 
plained that the rulings of the national and State 
councils was against any form of amusement 
that would reduce the efficiency of laborers 
during the farm season of the year. 

“The council has also been asked by the 
government to frown on any activities that 
would interfere with the production and con- 
servation of food.”’ 

The I. L. A. was the one great organization 
which President Wilson recognized when he 
gave his endorsement to the movement and 
asked us to let no discouragement weaken our 


activities, stating that the people will not fail 
in the support of a patriotic institution that 
may, in his judgment, be termed an integral 
part of the national defense, 

Now either the I. L. A. is wrong or Attorney 
A. N, Foley has slipped a cog. Both can't be 
right. The government can't be for the Chan- 
tauqua and ferninst it—both at the same time. 

Later reports show that the Business Men's 
Club of Wingate decided to go on with the chau- 
tauqua a6 contracted, but that the opposition of 
the Council of Defense finally overcame its ef- 
forts and the chautauqua was dropped. Whether 
this was final or not makes no difference as far 
as our interest is concerned, It's the cause 
we are interested in, 


The I, L. A. should back with moral support, 
if nothing more, the efforts of the Wingate 
Business Men’s Club. This isn’t a matter for 
individual bureau action, It's a matter in which 
the entire lyceum and chautauqua movement is 
concerned. 


The bureau managers may look wise and say 
they will take care of it, but in view of the 
state of affairs which confronts us over the way 
these same organized “business men” have 
handled the license and tax problem only showe 
that some real brains is needed in this discus- 
sion. If the I. L. A. can't furnish them then the 
entire problem, which the Council of Defense has 
brought up, will land where the tax case has 
landed. 

We of this movement, more than any other, 
depend upon the small town and even the coun- 
try village for our support. This fact makes it 
seem wise for us to get into the fight which 
the rural districts and the small towns are 
putting up for their very life and existence. 
The Billboard had a recent editorial dealing with 
the findings of the Federal Trade Commission 
showing where we stand on the unfair methods 
of the mail order house which sold sugar at a 
loss of four cents per pound when it soaked its 
patrons for a real profit on the gross order, and 
did it by untruthfal advertising, in which these 
unfair practitioners were not satisfied to lie 
about their own acts but stooped to the unspeak- 
able practice of intimating that its competitors 
were charging more than a fair price for sugar. 

What stand does the lyceum and chautauqua 
take on these things? We send out town doc- 
tors and social center reformers, community up- 
lifters and all such advocates. What do we do 
this for? Is our work done when we get off a 
lot of abuse about Sears & Sawbuck, then spring 
an alleged aged joke about Montgomery, Ward 
& Co,? 

Are we making an honest effort to help the 
small-town business man, to broaden the view 
of the country banker, to assist the school 
teacher and to encourage the country preacher? 
Are we honestly trying to be a working force 
in the cause of humanity and to do our bit to 
help make ready the towns and the country to 
welcome the boys who, when the war is over, 
must return to make a living for themselves and 
their loved ones? Some of them must make it 
under the handicap of being hopeless cripples. 

The lyceum and chautanqua movement has an 
exceptional opportunity to serve just at thie 
time. The years to come will but enhance this

An Indefatigable Enthusiast—Globe Music Clubs, 
Conducted by Him, a Splendid Factor in 
Developing a Love of Music 
Among the People 


Feeling the power of newspaper musical 
criticism, but believing that the masses might 
be reached if a critic would treat his subject in 
a less technical manner, Charles D. Isaacson 
began writing of musical matters in a very 
simple, human way for The New York Globe. 

The idea seemed to take, for soon questions 
began to pour into the editor’s office, and when 
a request was sent out for those interested to 
meet together for the discussion of musical mat- 
ters a goodly number responded, and the first 
Globe Music Club was organized, 

Immediately interesting concerts were planned 
and given free to the people, artists of renown 
giving their services. The club grew rapidly, 
continually requiring larger auditoriums until 
finally the membership reached the 8,000 mark, 
and it became necessary to form other cen- 

rs. 

Today, in less than four years, there have 
been organized forty-five of these helpful cen- 
ters, with memberships numbering from one to 
twenty-five hundred persons, affiliated with the 
mother club, and composed, to a great extent, 
of people who have learned thru this medium 
the value of a good program, the difference 
between a real artist and a poser, a great 
deal about the personalities of the composers 
and, above all, how to listen understandingly to 
music. 

Mr. Isaacson thinks that free concerts, in 
their education of the masses, should increase 
the box-office receipts for recitals, as naturally 
the public gives its heartiest support to any 
object which has proved interesting. 

Representative newspapers in Pittsburg, Phila- 
delphia, Harrisburg, Boston, Atlanta, Chicago 
and other cities are now urging Mr. Isaacson 
to start similar clubs in their respective cities. 
These plans will be definitely announced in Au- 
gust. 

Mr. Isaacson’s style of writing is delightful, 
chatty and always interesting.

SYMPHONY FOR ATLANTIC CITY 


Atlantie City, Aug. 3.—The suggestion of 
Prof. J. W. F. Leman, leader of the Steel Pier 
Orchestra, that a symphony orchestra be created 
here, has been submitted to the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Hotel Men’s Association.

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Editorial Comment 


The Ways and Means Committee 
proposes to double the present war tax 
on admissions to theaters, moving pic- 
ture houses and all other amusements, 
of seven cents and over, and the ex- 
emption heretofore enjoyed by the 
nickel shops is eliminated by the 
adoption of a resolution which pro- 
vides that all admissions of seven 
cents and under shall pay a tax of 
one cent. 


This is a serious wallop. 

It seems almost certain that it can 
have but one effect, and that that will 
be to increase the difficulties that pur- 
veyors of entertainment in all lines are 
now struggling with. 

The demand for amusement has been 
steadily contracting for months owing 
to the constantly increasing rise in 
the cost of living, the Thrift Stamp 
campaigns and the effect of the length- 
ening casualty lists, but our managers 
have struggled on bravely in the face 
of unusually discouraging circum- 
stances. 

To add to their many and severe 
trials, it would seem, can not result 
otherwise than to close them, and, if 
it does, the legislation’ will defeat its 
own purpose, because, instead of aug- 
menting revenues, it will destroy one 
big source entirely or at least impair 
it very seriously. 


There are the further highly im- 
portant matters of maintaining the 
morale of the people at large and the 
efficiency of the workers to be con- 
sidered. 

Just what part is played by the thea- 
ters, chautauquas and‘pictures in the 
former can not be exactly stated, but 
that it is an important one, many

And don't criticise the Administra- 
tion. 

Distributing the burden of war taxes 
fairly and justly is not to be expected. 
There is not time. Quick action and 
adequate volume is about all we have 
the right to demand.

Its patriotism has 
been proved to be ready, warm, de- 
voted and disinterested. Now let's 
demonstrate that it also has guts.

Kellar, Thurston 
and others spent years in India, but never saw 
this trick performed, nor could they find any- 
body who ever had, at least under the open- 
air conditions that some travelers had described. 
Maskelyne showed the trick at the old Egyptian 
Hall in London in a modified form. and, as a 
matter of fact, it was shown at Madison Square 
Garden, with the Barnum & Bailey Show, in a 
spectacle, The Wizard Prince of Arabia, in 
1913, which was produced by Alf T. Ringling,

FUNKHOUSER FOUND GUILTY BY 
CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 


Chicago Film Censor and Aids Are Discharged 
From Their Positions—Will Wage Legal Bat- 
tle in Attempt To Regain Places—Had 
Been Obnoxious to Picture Interests 


Chicago, Aug. 3.—Major M. L, C, Funkhouser, 
film censor, and his two chief aids, were found 
guilty, July 31, of the charges preferred by 
Acting Police Chief Alcock. The Civil Service 
Commission directed that the three principals be 
discharged from their positions and eliminated 
from the city’s pay roll. In announcing the de- 
cision—the same in all three cases—the Civil 
Service Commissioner issued the following for- 
mal statement: : 


“Upon investigation of the within and fore- 
going charges we find from the evidence that a 
notice in writing, stating the time when, and 
the place where, this investigation was to be 
held, together with a copy of the charges herein, 
was duly served on the said M. L. C. Funk- 
houser more than five days prior to this investi- 
gation. 

“We further find that the investigation of the 
within and foregoing charges came on for hear- 
ing before this Civil Service Commission on the 
24th of June, A. D. 1918, and that said hearing 
continued from day to day thereafter until the 
conclusion thereof, the said M. L. €. Funkhouser 
being present in person and represented by 
counsel at and during said hearing: whereupon 
the commission heard the evidence offered, and 
having considered all the evidence adduced here- 
in, we find therefore that the said M. L. C. 
Funkhouser is guilty as charged in the herein 
and foregoing charges.”’ 

Tho the hearing of the 41 specific charges 
covered a period of nearly five weeks the finding 
was reached in less than 48 hours. 

Despite the fact that he has been ousted 
Funkhouser will wage a legal battle in an en- 
deavor to reclaim the position which he held 
under fire since 1912. This is because, tho the 
charges afe many, most of them relate to in- 
subordination, and the hapless Second Deputy 
is convinced that the Civil] Service Commission 
conducted the hearing as a huge mockery, with 
the advance intention of finding him guilty, ir- 
respective of developments. It is his contention 
that the Acting Police Chief wants him out of 
the way so that inefficiency in other branches 
of the police department may be covered up. 

The ousting is of particular interest to motion 
picture men, both manufacturers and exhibitors, 
because they have been at swords’ ends with the 
erstwhile censor ever since he took office. Pic- 
ture people have claimed that his arbitrary de- 
cisions regarding suppression of complete films 
and cutouts of others have entailed consid- 
erable expense and proved very injurious to their 
business. Even if Funkhouser takes the matter 
to court, the legal battle would be long drawn 
out, so that plenty of time will be found in 
which to remedy matters from the standpoint of 
motion picture men. 

Behiud the screen of the decision is an 
involved political background which is of no 
interest to the amusement world, save that it 
has resulted in a successful coup against the 
obnoxious censor and morals director. It is in- 
teresting to note, however, that this is the first 
time any success has been met with in the bat- 
tle againet Funkhouser, tho each of the four 
previous incumbents of the Police Chief's chair 
have endeavored to get rid of him, 

That a court fight may serve to reinstate the 
deposed Second Deputy is hinted at by the fact 
that the entire course of the Civil Service hear- 
ing was greatly in favor of Funkhouser. Most 
of the charges proved trivial as well as tech- 
nical, and the characters of some of the wit- 
nesses summoned to substantiate charges against 
him were extremely questionable. 

In many ways Funkhouser was admirably 
suited to his post. He could not be reached by 
bribery nor flattery, and even public opinion 
did not cause bim to waver from a course once 
be had decided upon it, 


With Funkhouser out of the way the great 
subject of censorship really comes under the 
personal control of the acting chief. William 
H. Lauthardt, his private secretary, is acting 
second deputy and it is believed that no change 
will be made for some time. = There will now be 
no restrictions upon motion picture output save 
what Acting Chief Alcock chooses to impose, and 
there is reason to believe that he will be ex- 
tremely lenient, if only to counteract the sever- 
ity of Funkhouser’s erstwhile control.

The elaborate lobby 
militaty display was one of the finest ever 
shown in this city, and received much newspa- 
per comment from the local dailies, 


The management of the Gem Theater, Ivan- 
hoe, Minn., has been taken over by W. N. 
Johnson from the firm of Larson & Danielson, 
who have been conducting it the past few months. 
The latter member of the firm is now in mili- 
tary training and the former expects to leave 
as soon as he can arrange business matters pre- 
paratory to going.

Chicago, Aug. 3.—Si Grevier, president of 
Greiver & Herz, feature film promoters, has 
withdrawn from the concern, which will here- 
after be Known as The Silee Film Exchange, 
with Lee Herz, formerly junior partner, in 
control of all the stock. 


SPOOR EXPLAINS 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—George K. Spoor, of Es- 
sanay, gives forth the statement for benefit of

sanay release, is not a rehash, as has been 
charged by Charley Chaplin, but a_ perfectly 
new film, produced at his studio when Chaplin 
comedies were under direction there.

was advertising agent for the big Inter-State 
Fair at Trenton, N. J., which rounded out an 
experience wider than that of any of his con- 
temporaries, 

In the social side of theatrical life he was 
always prominent. Ile was a member of Kan- 
sas City Lodge No, 26, B. P. O, Elks, and of 
Pacific Lodge, A. F. & A. M., being the first 
member of the theatrical profession in America 
to receive the thirty-third degree of Masonry; For 
oume years he was prompter of the Green Room 
Club, 


Mr. Cooley was the son of Charles D. and 
Jane Le Conte, and was born in this city 59 
years ago. His parents dying when he was 14 
months old he was adopted by family of Captain 
Ely Cooley, of Springtield, Mass., and took their 
name. While still a boy he ran away from the 
home of his foster parents to join a traveling 
show headed by Comical Brown, a comedian. 
From this show he went with Washburn's Last 
Sensation, later becoming a ‘‘butcher’’ on the 
book wagon of the Barnum Circus. From that 
time on he was engaged in various branches of 
the show business until the time of his 
death, For a time he managed the Turner 
Opera House at Wichita, Kan., later becoming 
excursion agent for the Cyclorama of Missionary 
Ridge, and also managing the Ninth St. Thea- 
ter in Kansas City. He managed Diamond Dick's 
Great Arabian Circus at Chicago during the 
World's Fair, going from there to New York 
as general agent for Davis & Keogh. 

Mr. Cooley held many and varied positions in 
New York, being at various times manager of 
the old Star Theater, general manager for R. 
M. Gulick & Co. and for Charles A. Blaney; gen- 
eral manager of the Gus Hill attractions, Henry 
W. Savage's shows, Felix Isman’s theatrical in- 
terests. In 1914 was appointed chief of spe- 
cial eventa of the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition. More recently he had charge 
of legal matters connected with a large bequest 
to the Actors’ Fund of America, and also acted 
as general manager of enterprises booked to play 
the cantonment theaters under the Smileage sys- 
tem. 


Mr. Cooley was married in 1883 to Lillian B. 
Wallace of Springfield, Mass. She died less than 
@ year ago and, tho he seldom spoke of his grief, 
Mr. Cooley was no longer the happy man he 
had been, and seemed to have lost interest in 
life, This, it is thought, hastened his end. A 
man of many friendships, good-natured and fair- 
minded, he was universally liked. He occupied 
a unique place in the amusement world, and his 
passing is regretted by the entire profession.

opportunity. We should set ourselves in posi- 
tion to take full advantage of our opportunities, 
This undoubtedly can be done to a much More 
satisfactory degree by having the moral sup- 
port of the organized lyceum and chautauqua 
movement as it is presented by the I. L. A. 

We cannot belp but believe that the Interna- 
tional Lyceum Association, at its sixteenth an- 
nual convention, should recognize the fact that 
the phenomenal growth and the ever-widening 
influence of the lyceum and chautauqua bas been 
made possible by the untiring zeal of the far- 
sighted, publiespirited citizens residing in the 
thousands of towns, villages, rural districts and 
in the smaller cities, who have guaranteed us 
against loss and made possible our audiences. 
These unselfish public benefactors have given 
their time and thelr moral and Onancial effort 
to furnish inspiration, education and entertain- 
ment to the individual citizen and power, pur- 
pose and collective ideals to the community. 

We should further recognize that fundamental 
truth that back of every soldier must stand the 
willions of loyal ones at home, for it is by the 
industry and unselfishness of us all that thie 
war is to be won for democracy. We who must 
remain at home must labor, finance, equip, sus- 
tain and encourage those at the front. And as 
this can best be done by encouraging and sus- 
tairing the very communities from which this 
young Hfe has been drawn away we believe that 
we will serve our own purpose better by thus 
serving our friends and co-laborers. 

We believe that the I L, A. Convention 
should devise and furtber the plans, discussions, 
reports and investigations relative to com- 
munity building, social betterment, conserva- 
tion and development of community life and all 
those economic problems and ethical conditions 
which should be a natural part of our activity. 

We should give special attention to the 
study of play and inspiration for children, enter- 
tainment and instruction for the middle-aged and 
amusement and philosophy for the old. We 
should study these things and their relation to 
the lyceum and chautauqua movement, as they 
vitally affect our very life as well as the hap- 
piness of those millions who look to us for as- 
sistance in this line.

times. But the government cannot guarantee 
to co-operate to any greater extent than this and 
the aforementioned round-trip schedule. The 
Mevement af troop trains and war supplies must 
come first and foremost, and fair men are re- 
quested to refrain from asking for special trains 
or special movements. Second section con- 
ventences will be extended wherever possible, 
but the authorities cannot promise extra crews 
during faire. 

Fach of the various Regional Directors have 
received instructions advising them of the mod- 
ifcations made by the Director General, and the 
knowledge that these Regional Directors have 
been informed of the exact extent to which 
they may go in the interest of fair men has 
served to inject a feeling of confidence and 
optimism in State fair circles. It is felt that a 
flat rate would have a discouraging influence on 
feneral patronage, and the very fact that a 
round-trip reduction may be advertised fs bound 
to have a salutary effect upon people who have 
— deprived of this privilege for such a long 

me.

AGENTS

conditions fs left in the hands of act owners. 
Their endeavor to skimp in various ways bas, 
in many instances, produced ludicrous results. 

In addition to all these difficulties most of the 
government edicts surprisingly ambiguous when 
at first revealed, leave act producers in a quan 
dary as to Who may or may not be engaged. An 
exception is made by one government depart- 
ment, which proves a remarkably liberal inter- 
pretation for performers. Act producers engage 
talent on this premise and booking agents make 
arrangements accordingly. Everything looks 
lovely, when people engaged in other vocations, 
jealous of the liberal interpretation awarded 
performers, raise an outcry that induces some 
other government department, perhaps less in 
sympathy with the stage (or possessed of less 
knowledge regarding its requirements), to make 
an arbitrary ruling that completely destroys the 
advantages gleoned thru the original interpreta- 
tion of the edict 

The draft treaty, taken in conjunction with 
the work or ficht edict, makes agents extremely 
wary about engaging acts including foreigners, 


Most of these kind of acts hare not been thrown 
together suddenly, but have been developed thru 
years of intimate association. Those doing the 
most precarious work in acrobatic acts are in- 
variably within the ages covered by the treaty— 
even under the old interpretation of age limits. 
With the revised age standards going into effect 
it is most disconcerting to contemplate the man- 
ner in which integral pivots of the entertain- 
ment field are swept away. 

In the past vaudeville bookings once arranged, 
whatever the period called for, usually stood in- 
tact for the entire term, subject only to the 
possibilities of accidents or illness. Now a ‘‘dis- 
appointment"’ may arise from a hundred and one 
unforeseen difficulties. A contract is truly “a 
mere scrap of paper.’’ because, tho the parties 
may enter upon it in the best of good faith, 
some hastily devised legislation (or new inter 
pretation of old edicts) may put one or the 
other party in a position where fulfilling the 
contract would amount to an offense against the 
government. 

Fear and uncertainty now guide the workings 
of booking agents, formerly 60 cocksure. They 
know they must get acts, yet they fear to put 
them on their books, because making a miscal- 
culation in the type of acts chosen may prove 
far more expensive in the long run than failure 
to supply them. When acts are selected with 
a view to compliance with present and prospect- 
ive edicts (and booking agents, by definition, are 
forced to picture situations in advance) sorry 
looking bills result. When acts are chosen be- 
eause of their inherent excellence, withont regard 
to ulterior influences, their period of useful- 
ness is extremely questionable. Our friend, 
the booking agent, is between the devil and the 
deep blue sea. 

How are the booking agents meeting the in- 
volved situation on the eve of the new sea- 
son's opening? Some take solace in the thought 
that the scarcity of acts will give added valine 
to their second-rate offerings. Others bave de- 
cided upon a cautious policy that finds them doing 
little or no business at a time when season's 
preparations should be in full swing. Many phil 
osophically argue that they are no worse off than 
the others ‘“‘in the same bont."* 

A survey of the situation forces the conclusion 
that vandeville is endangered by q lowerine of 
the quality standard that may seriously affect 
the future of the business—and that the men re 
sponsible for bookings will find their activities 
curtailed to such an extent that instead of be- 


ing determining factors in the field they used to 
influence strongly they will be mere figureheads, 
relics of an era that is dead and gone.—CASPER
